Millbury Fire Department. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
of the Town of Millbury : 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the Town ordinance 
relating to the Fire Department, I submit the following report 
for the year ending February, 1899. 

On April 30, the gentlemen appointed by your Honorable 
Board to serve the Town as fire engineers for the ensuing year, 
met and organized in the following manner: | 

Chief, Wm. E. Horne; Ist assistant, C. C. Longley; 2d 
assistant, C. H. Soule; 3d assistant, A. H. Batchellor, and J. H. 
Ferguson clerk and treasurer. The Board have held regular 
meetings the first Monday of each month, at 7.30 P.M. 


MANUAL FORCE. 
‘The manual force of the Department consists of Chief Engineer, 
three assistant Engineers, and sixty-six men; this number does 
not include drivers. 
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The Department has responded to fourteen alarms and one 
false alarm. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the Department are in first-class order, and 
consist of the following: Two steam fire engines, one hand engine. 
two hose wagons, one ladder truck, one chemical and three hose 
reels. 


FIRE ALARM. 


The expenses of the Fire Alarm has been considerable this 
year. on account of having to furnish and reset a large number 
of poles. 


DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The Town owns two engine houses, one at Bramanville, and — 
one at Grassy Hill; both are out of repair and unfit for engine 
quarters. The house at Bramanville is so small that the poles of 
bith engine and hose wagon have to be taken off to close the 
doors when the pieces of apparatus are in the house. — 


I would recommend that the Town remodel the house or sell 
it and build a new one as soon as possible. 

The old engine house at Grassy Hill is of little value. It sits 
in a mill pond, and is bound to be damp at all times, making a 
first-class place to rot hose and rust and ruin the apparates. 
Better quarters should be provided if a machine is to be kept in 
that part of the Town. 


HORSES. 


The Town should purchase three horses, one horse and swing 
harness should be for the chemical and one pair for hose wagon or 
ladder truck. The money paid out each year for hauling the 
hook and ladder will go a long way towards buying a pair of 
horses. As it is now, we cannot take a piece of apparatus out 
for drill without hiring horses. Consequently, the men get no 
practice until they are called into action at a fire, and then they 
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cannot be expected to work quick and effective. If we owned a | 
pair of horses they could be used for drill work alternately on 
each piece of apparatus, so that both hose companies and the 
ladder men will soon get the needed practice for quick work. 


HOSE. 


The amount of serviceable hose in the Department is 4,700 
feet. We would recommend the purchase of 500 feet this year, 
and, by adding a little each year, we will always have a sufficient 
supply of good hose on hand, and not be obliged to purchase 2,000 — 
feet every other year, as heretofore. | 


SALVAGE PROPERTY. 


We have none; but we should have four (4) rubber covering 
blankets, and I would recommend that they be purchased at once 
and be carried on the hose wagons. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The expenditure of the Department in the past year has been | 
$3,037.23—less $51.93 on band from pay roll. 


FIRES AND LOSES. 


The number of fires in Town for the past year was fourteen. 
The valuation of property where fires occurred was $23,375.00. 
Damage to property, $9,589.00. 

Insurance paid, $9,589 00. 


We have also responded to one false alarm.

Article 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be 
payable, and to make regulations concerning the payment of 
the same.
